Restrict Egypt, Too 


In the light of world interest it will be a 
happy day when Israel withdraws its military 
forces bc^h from the Gaza strip and from the 
Sharm El Sheikh area on the Red Sea Gulf of 
Aq aba. Both constitute an invasion of forbidden 
territory and each does injury to Egy pt’s sover­ 
eignty . 
But there are two sides to the penny . Egy pt 
has been using the narrows of the Gulf of Aq aba 
for the armed prevention of peaceable Israeli 
ships passing in and out of the Israel seaport in 
an effort to make use of the Suez canal. The 
canal, since it was internationalized in the ’8 0's, 
grants passage to all nations on a fair and 
eq uitable basis. When it was nationalized last 


y ear Egy pt gave assurance that canal facilities 
w'ould not be denied any nation. 
Blocking the approach to the canal is a clear 
violation of the canal’s international character 
and also a violation of Egy pt’s own pledge. 
Similarly the Gaza strip is a piece of insula­ 
tion between the frontiers of Israel and Egy pt 
and is not to be used as a stagin» area for 
belligerent action by either of the two nations. 
It is not enough for the United Nations to 
order Israel out of both places. Unless the 
United Nations makes effective provision against 
further blocking of Israeli shipping and further 
places itself in a position to guarantee the in­ 
tegrity of the Gaza strip the eviction of Israel 
descends into partisanship in behalf of Egy pt. 


Deserving Of Study 


It is not difficult to understand the position 
of the Board of Regents of the University of 
Nebraska if the board’s attitude following its 


meeting on the closing day of the week last is 
accurately projected in the news columns. 
Ir>- 
dividual regents, the news column said, resented 
the prospect that the Nebraska Unicameral 
might undertake to fix tuition fees at the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska. 
The board is justified abundantly in its stand. 
Administrative responsibility for the University 
of Nebraska rests with the chancellor and the 
Board of Regents and not with the governor and 
the Legislature. But regardless of administrative 
responsibility , the fact remains that doubling the 
tuition or hiking it sharply should not be un­ 
dertaken until a careful study of possible ef- 


fects has been completed. 
It is a step to be 
taken only after deliberate thought and full in­ 
formation. 
It is not a decision to be reached 
by the Legislature simply because of Gov. .An­ 
derson’s suggestion for increases in tuition at 
the University of Nebraska and at the normal 
schools. 
The duties and responsibilities of the Board 
of Regents are fully outlined. Whenever the Leg­ 
islature begins fix ing tuition fees, it is only a 
step away from determining what shall or shall 
not be taught, and finally a challenging voice in 
the direction of the affairs of the university . 
We say without hesitation that any sharp in­ 
crease in tuition fees at the University of Ne­ 
braska could make it impossible for scores of 
deserving students — y oung men and y oung 
women — to attend.

Canal, but none more serious than the current 
failure of the administration to divert American 
oil in sufficient q uantity to maintain Europe’s 
industrial economy . 
When the United States took the initiative 
against Britain and France, subseq uent to which 
Egy pt plugged the canal thereby reducing the 
flow of oil to Europe to a trickle, there followed 
American assurances that this country would 
ward off hardship by arranging make-difference 
shipments of American and other non-blocked 
oil.

Fight Over TV 


Campaigns Float On Money Flood 


WASHINGTON — The B o s t o n 
Globe dumped sand last week on 
the sidds that had been greased 
for its competitor, the Boston Her­ 
ald and Traveler, to win a tele­ 
vision license worth $20 million. It 
filed a series of affidavits with the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion that have the television-pub­ 
lishing world buzzing. 
Prior to this the FCC, under 
pressure 
f r o m 
GOP 
National 
Chairman Len Hall and Secretary 
of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, or­ 
dered its staff to prepare the nec­ 
essary papers for awarding the 
valuable TV permit to the Herald 
and Traveler. 
The 
decision 
was so cut-and- 
dried 
that 
the 
commissioners 
didn’t even bother to discuss it. 
The four who alway s jump when 
the GOP national committee snaps 
its fingers—Chairman George Mc- 
Connaughey , John Doerfer, Robert 
Lee, and Richard Mack—simply 
cast their majority vote for the 
Herald 
and 
Traveler. They not 
only disregarded the findings of the 
FCC’s 
veteran 
chief 
ex aminer, 
Col. James Cunningham, but vio­ 
lated the FCC’s own policy against 
concentrating 
news outlets 
into 
too few hands. 


STARTLING CHARGES 
The last minute before tormal 
action, however, Hie rival Boston 
Globe made a vigorous protest. 
In a series of startling affidavits, 
the Globe charged that Herald- 
Traveler Publisher Robert Choate 
had threatened to use the new TV 
station to drive the Globe out of 
business. 


The 
affidavits 
claimed 
that 
Choate had tried for two y ears to 
force a merger between the Globe 
and Herald-Trav^ler. On legal ad- 
vice that such a merger would 
violate 
the 
antitrust 
laws, the 
G lc^ refused to negotiate. 
Choate then angrily threatened 
“to do his best to put the Globe 
out of business,” and, if he won 
his TV license, “to use his news­ 
papers, radio station, and televi­ 
sion stati(Mi to injure the Globe 
if he could,” charged Globe Presi­ 
dent Davis Tay lor in a sworn af­ 
fidavit. 
In 
another 
affidavit. 
Globe 
Treasurer 
John 
Tay lor 
q uoted 
Choate as warning: 
“If I get 
channel 5, I may drive y ou out 
of business.” 
The Globe’s advertising director, 
John F. Reid, told of still another 
conversation 
with 
Choate. At a 
Clover Club reception last March 
10, Choate allegedly asked Reid: 
“ When are y ou coming to work 
for the Heraid-Traveler?” 
When Reid said he was satis­ 
fied with his Globe job, Choate 
retorted; “ Wait until we get our 
TV station and see what hap- 
ptns.” 
What Chiiate apparently meant 
was that the llerald-Traveler could 
offer “package advertising” in its 
newspapers and over its radio and 
TV stations at bargain rates. The 
Heraid-Traveler already operates 
Boston’s 50,000-watt radio station 
WHDH and offers combined radio 
time and newspaper space to ad­ 
vertisers at unpublished rates.

The oil Industry has a peculiarly

relationship 
with

Eisenhower .Administration. It has 
supported 
President 
Elsenhower 
,alm(« t to a man. Some of its 
ex ecutives are among the Presi­ 
dent’s most influential friends. Oil 
sources supplied much .it t h e 
financial lubrication for ttic past 
two Republican campaign.^ 
The 
support of the industry had not 
a UttW to do with the fact that 
Eisenhower twice carried Tex as. 
Yet the President has used no 
personal influence, which with the 
oil industry is enormous, to see 
to It that European industry de­ 
pendent on oil keeps operating, 
that essential transport keeps run­ 
ning, or that homes are sufficient­ 
ly warm. 


President 
Eisenhower 
had 
a 
uniq ue opportunity to persuade the 


oil industry to live up to its com­ 
mitments last weeK- To ns state 
dinner for King Saud he had ap­ 
propriately invited the heads of 
many of the 
major American- 
owned international oil companies. 
There is no indication 
he 
said one word on the subject of 
the failure of the big companies 
to deliver oil to Europe in the 
req uired q uantities. 
The 
.American 
course 
In the 
troubles over Suez may have made 
friends among the Arabs; it has 
made no friends in Europe. The 
shortage of oil affects many more 
nations than France and Britain 
to whose invasion of Egy pt we so 
strongly objected. The oil short­ 
age, 
plus 
the 
price 
increase 
which was Instituted as a result of 
the Suez crisis, 
affects nearly 
every one in Europe. It is an under­ 
statement to say that we have 
made no friends in our handling 
of the situation. Oil affects every ­ 
body to some degree. 


It is easy to blame the Tex as 
Railroad Commission, which regu­ 
lates the production of oil in that 
state 
which 
owns 
half of 
our 
proved reserves, for not increas­ 
ing 
production 
allowances. 
Yet 
there is plenty of oil elsewhere. 
And President Eisenhower has not 
seen fit to invoke his influence in 
Tex as, which is considerable. 
The President, of course, did not 
need to enter into the oil for Eu­ 
rope situation. 
The job of get­ 
ting oil there belongs to Interior 
Secretary .Seaton. 
He has care­ 
fully shied away from the problem 
and has said not one public word 
about it.

WASHINGTON—So startling are 
the facts about campaign contri­ 
butions and spending in the pres­ 
idential election last fall as de­ 
veloped by the Senate Committee 
on Elections that the only q ues­ 
tion now is whether the shock to 
public opinion will be such as to 
compel Congress to pass legisla­ 
tion putting on more effective re­ 
straints. 
The chairman of the committee, 
Senator Albert Gore of Tennessee, 
knows very well that his findings 
will jusi be another report put 
away in the files unless enough 
people are sufficiently shocked to 
demand action. 
It is not merely the ex tent of 
the spending and the inq uiry be­ 
tween the two parties that is re­ 
vealed in the voluminous report 
signed by the two majority mem­ 
bers of the committee. Gore and 
Senator Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana. What comes to light is the 
outline of a sy stem of class par- 
ties, one supported by big busi­ 
ness and the other by big labor, 
contrary to all the traditioix s of 
American po’itical life. 
As shown by the committee’s 
analy sis of contributions, a frac­ 
tion of one per cent of the Amer- 
ican people provided the $33,18 5,- 
T25 which is the total the com­ 
mittee accounted for.

If t h e s e work­ 
ers are q ualified and loy al with 
the highest standards of efficiency , 
why don’t we pay them metropoli­ 
tan wages?

State Trade School 
Lincoln, Neb.

In the Jan. 30 issue of The Star 
was a news item in regard to 
L.B. No. 577, introduced by Sen. 
Munnelly of Omaha, to abolish the 
trade school at Milford. His argu­ 
ment in favor of the bill is that 
by abolishing the school he could 
“save the 
tax pay ers 
a 
lot 
of 
money .” This statement may be 
true, but it is very incomplete. 
He could save the tax pay ers lots 
more money by abolishing the 
whole public school sy stem. Yet 
we believe even the most fervent 
tax -cutter would not recommend 
this procedure 
The q uestion is, 
are we getting our money ’s worth 
out of the investment of our tax 
dollars in our trade school? 
The trade school at Milford was 
established to give technical train­ 
ing to our y oung men during the 
war period. The demand for such 
training is still growing every day . 
We need y oung men trained to 
handle the machines of this highly 
mechanical age. 
The reputation of (x ir state trade 
school at Milford is ex cellent; it 
has spread even to other states 
and we have some o- ‘ of-state stu­ 
dents who may find jobs in Ne­ 
braska 
and 
become 
Nebraska 
braska citizens after their gradua­ 
tion. Nebraska industry 
ne e ds 
the,se trained Milford graduates. 
Our y oung men need this training. 
The money spent on getting this 
training for our y outh is well in­ 
vested—it brings valuable returns 
to the whole state. 
Nebraska has pioneered in es­ 
tablishing such a school as a state 
institution. Our neighboring states 
have so far left this technical 
training of their y oung citizens to 
commercial schools. It seems that 
many students, even of our neigh­ 
boring states, prefer the Milford 
school. 
If I remember correctly , a bill 
was introduced in the preceding 
legislature to kill our state trade 
school at Milford, th e argument 
then being that the Milford school 
presented unfair competion to the 
commercial 
schools. 
That 
bill 
was also introduced by a sen­ 
ator 
from 
Omaha, 
which 
has 
several commercial schools within 
its boundaries. It seein.s that the 
same old bill is uji again, but 


with the popular tax -reducing la­ 
bel pinned on it this time. 
But the q uestion still is, what 
would we save by killing our state 
trade school at Milford? Wouldn’t 
we lose a lot more than we would 
gain?

With 
fewer farmers, it will mean small­ 
er purchases for the small town 
businessman;

and

displaced 
worker. One might even wonder 
what will become of our small 
towns, our rural churches. 
We don’t have too many farmers. 
According to a news report the 


average farmer puts in a 50 to 5.) 
hour work week. I might add if he 
is lucky enough to be able to sneak 
off a week or a week end, he calls 
it a vacation. At the same time 
we hear talk of the need for a 
32 hour work week in the near fu­ 
ture. Here in Nebraska there are 
many workers who work over the 
40-hour work week. So before we 
start 
thinking 
too 
strongly 
in 
terms of a four-day week, let s 
make the 40-hour week the rule 
rather than the ex ception. Instead 
of eliminating a portion of o ur 
farmers, let’s improve their prices 
through legislation so that they 
will work shorter day s and thus 
eliminate the fierce competition in 
production.

Meaf, Wheat 
Figures Rise 


Higher prices for meat animals 
and wheat were primarily cre­ 
dited for a seven point increase 
in the index of prices received by 
Nebraska farmers d ur i ng the 
month emling January 15, accord­ 
ing to a release by the State-Fed- 
pt-al Division of Agricultural Sta­ 
tistics. 
Thc index at 248 per cent of its 
1!I09-14 average compares with 213 
in mid-January 1956. 
Corn at $1.29 per bushel was 
off two cents from the mid-De- 
rember price of $1.31. Wheat ad­ 
vanced one cent to $2.07 in mid- 
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January while ry e was off two 
cents at $1.11 per bushel. Other 
grain prices remained unchanged. 
Baled hay prices continued up­ 
ward though at a slower rate, 
averaging $23.50 per ton in mid- 
January . Alfalfa seed was 50 cents 
lower at $29 .50 per cwt. while soy ­ 
beans advanced five cents to reach 
$2.22 per bushel. Dry beans at 
$6,00 per cwt. were down 10 cents 
from mid-December. 
Hog prices averaged $17.50 per 
fwt, on January 15, $1.20 higher 
than

before. 
Cattle 
prices increased 60 cents over the 
previous month to $17.40 per cwt. 
while calf prices ex perienced a 
sharp increase to $18.20.

3-State Clinic 
On Irrigation 
Attracts 600 


BENKELMAN, Neb. — More 
than 600 farmers from Kansas, 
Colorado and Nebraska converged 
here Monday to swap ex periences 
at the Tri-State Irrigation Clinic. 
Those without previous ex peri­ 
ence found that irrigation farming 
is very complex , but holds great 
possibilities for this area. 
They heard Carl Gohl of Cul­ 
bertson credit his top y ield of 
173 bushels of com per acre in 
Hitchcock County last y ear to cor­ 
rect use of fertilizer, a strong 
hy brid variety , and proper irriga­ 
tion. 
These same factors—fertilizer, 
variety and water—apply just as 
well to irrigated pastures, stated 
O. D. Gurss, livestock feeder from 
Kirk, Colo. 
Irrigated 
pastures 
offer 
the 
cheapest way to produce feed, but 
one must feed one pound grain 
for each 100 pounds of live weight 
for max imum gain, Gurss stated. 
Laird Wolfe of the Soil Conser­ 
vation Service at Lincoln urged 
those attending to look into pos­ 
sibilities of producing grass seed 
under irrigation as a cash crop. 
Livestock have a place on irri­ 
gated farms since 
crops 
grown 
under adequate moisture condi­ 
tions produce la-ge quantities of 
roughages, stated Phil Henderson, 
in charge of the Ur.wersity of Ne­ 
braska

Livestock also permit spreading 
the labor supply more evenly over 
the y ear, and supply manure for 
crop production, he added.

He said his committee had 
better ex perts on drought condi­ 
tions among its members than the 
Agriculture Department. 
The legislation was unanimously 
approved by the committee. 
It 
would allow the federal govern­ 
ment to rent grazing land from 
liv estockmen in order to giv e grass 
a chance to grow. Its purpose is 
to sav e soil that is near a state of 
erosion. Max imum individual rent­ 
als would be $.5,000 in any one 
county . 
Called Tragic 
Rep. W. R. Poage (D-Tex ), the 
legislation’s sponsor, termed the 
delay “ a tragic thing.” He noted 
that the Agriculture Department 
was represented at the commit- 
tee’s hearings on his bill, but did 
not disclose that 
any thing else 
was under study .
